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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


There  are  two  sources  of  supply  to  the  Borough,  namely,  Rhode  Barton 
and  Pinhay.  The  former,  owned  by  the  Council,  comes  from  shallow  springs 
with  a  maximum  yield  of  A 8,000  g.p.d,  while  the  latter,  owned  by  the  East 
Devon  Water  Board  oomes  from  deep  springs  with  an  average  yield  of  750,000  g.p.d.. 
Under  agreement,  a  maximum  of  50,000  g.p.d,  is  taken  by  the  Council  from 
the  Board  through  break  pressure  tanks  and  valves,  with  an  arrangement  to 
increase  this  amount  up  to  150,000  gallons  when  required. 


Certain  areas  of  the  district  at  high  levels  are  supplied  direct  by 
the  Board  and  this  consumption  is  not  recorded  in  the  figures  given  below. 


Both  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  at  Rhode  Barton,  pimping  and 
chlorination  are  automatic  being  eleotrioally  controlled. 

On  1st.  Deoenber,  i960  the  Borough  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over 
by  the  East  Devon  Water  Board,  after  a  delay  caused  by  the  consideration  and 
rejection  of  the  Devon  County  Council  Bill  by  Parliament.

Byelaws  (Water  Apt,.  Jj?45j_ 

These  byelaws  were  enforced  in  the  Borough  up  to  1/12/60. 


The  developed  areas  of  the  Town  are  on  the  water  borne  carriage  system, 
largely  combined  soil  and  surface,  with  the  exception  of  the  post  war  housing 
estate  which  is  on  the  separate  system,  and  all  new  properties,  where 
practicable,  are  nor/  being  dealt  with  on  the  latter  system.  One  small  area, 

Ware  Lane  and  one  camping  ground,  are  dealt  with  on  septic  tanks  and.  filters. 

The  Council’s  seasonal  Monmouth  Beach  area  has  part  water  borne  system  and 
part  Elsan,  the  latter  being  collected  twice  weekly. 

Over  two-thirds  of  the  drainage  of  the  Town  is  received  and  discharged 
into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  Eastern  Outfall  (18"  cast  iron  sewer) 
aoross  Broad  Ledge,  installed  in  1900. 

The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  a  9”  sewer  discharging  into  a  12"  cast 
iron  sewer  carried  out  beyond  low  water  nark  west  of  the  Cobb. 

The  9"  portion  of  this  sewer,  glazed  stoneware  pipes,  is  situated  in 
the  movement  area  of  Cobb  Road  and  requires  constant  attention,  despite  the 
fact  that  several  lengths  have  been  renewed  in  steel  tubing  over  recent  years. 

A  continuous  colour  test  was  applied  from  31st.  May  to  27th.  July,  a  period 
over  57  days,  but  daily  inspections  failed  to  reveal  any  leaks  or  seepage. 

The  sewer  in  Silver  Street  was  regularly  examined  during  public  utility 
excavations  and  also  colour  tested  with  the  result  that  one  minor  defect  at 
a  connection  was  found  and  made  good. 

Outfall. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspection  and  routine  maintenance,  two  split 
collars  were  fixed  on  the  Western  outfall  and  one  leak  repaired  on  the  Eastern 
outfall/  apart  from  normal  works  of  repair,  more  extensive  works  were  carried  out 
to  sewers  in  Sherborne  Lane,  Talbot  Road,  and  Pound  Street.  Regarding  the  latter 
the  work  here  was  due  to  fracture  of  a  surcharged  sewer  in  flood  conditions  and 
several  pipes  were  renewed  and  a  new  manhole  formed.  Mention  is  made  earlier 
of  abnornal  heavy  rainfall  in  October  but  no  serious  flooding  occurred  although 
work  in  connection  with  foul  and  surfaoe  water  drainage  was  increased. 

Sewer  Diversion. 

The  6"  sewer  in  Langmoor  Cardens  was  diverted,  two  new  nanhfiles  constructed 
and  connected  into  the  main  sewer  in  Pound  Street  which  involved  laying  43  yards 
of  new  sewer. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Memorandum  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
on  Sewage  Contamination  of  Bathing  Beaches  in  England  and  Wales  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council. 

In  August  a  meeting  called  by  Bridport  Borough,  at  which  representatives 
from  all  the  West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  were  present,  was  held  to  hear  a 
discussion  of  modern  methods  of  sewage  disposal  especially  from  the  coastal  areas 
of  Local  Authorities,  and  in  particular .  the '  construction  of  a  long  submarine 
outfall _ probably  one  to  two  miles  in  length.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  the 
Bridport  Town  Council  agreed  that  a  preliminary  Hydrographic  Survey  at  West  Bay 
be  undertaken  at  a  cost  of  between^, 000  and^2,500  as  a  necessary  preliminary 
to  that  Council* s  consideration  of  a  long  submarine  outfall. 

A  sub-committee  of  this  Council's  Publio  Health  Committee  was  formed  to 
investigate  the  question  of  float  tests  and  other  measures  to  be  taken  in 
connection  with  sewage  disposal. 

Public  Lavatories. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes  in  five  blocks  at  the  Square, 

Marine  Parade,  Cobb  Harbour,  Monmouth  Beach,  one  small  block  for  men  at  the 
Victoria  Pier,  and  also  a  separate  block  at  the  Monmouth  Beach  for  the  use  of 
the  Sandboy  huts  and  caravans. 

Parts  of  the  Ladies*  accommodation  at  the  Square,  the  Ladies'  and 
Gents’  at  the  Monmouth  Beach,  and  the  Sandboy  huts,  are  closed  during  the  winter. 
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Publio  Cleansing, 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  of  household  and  trade  refuse  "by  one  lorry, 
and  in  the  sunner,  additional  collections  are  made  in  the  business  areas  of 
the  Town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on  the  oliffs 
east  of  the  Town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies  are  cleared 
on  the  Borough  roads  by  the  Council  and  on  classified  roads  by  the  County 
Counoil.  Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of  the  Town  and  Beaches.

Capping  Sites. 

There  is  one  capping  site  of  7 i  acres,  situated  on  the  hill  to  the  north  of 
the  Town  with  165  caravan  sites  licensed  for  sunaer  use  only,  and  winter  storage 
for  150  caravans.  It  is  very  well  naintained,  and  equipped  with  water  points, 
drainage  points,  washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  in  well  constructed 
preniscs  and  efficient  water  borne  lavatory  accomodation. 

On  the ' Monmouth  Beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  exists  a  collection 
of  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  for  sunner  use  only.  T7ater  is  supplied  by 
standpipes  at  various  points.  On  the  sane  beach,  the  Council  own  and  let  28 
residential  chalets  for  seasonal  letting.  These  are  laid  on  concrete  foundations 
with  asphalt  paths  in  three  terraces  around  walled-in  lawns .  Each  chalet  has 
an  independent  water  supply,  electric  lighting  and  cooking,  food  cupboard,  trapped 
sink,  and  drainage  connected  to  public  sewer  systen.  Lavatory  accoa  odation, 
water  borne,  is  provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate  block  of  buildings  and  drains 
to  the  public  sewer.  Additionally,  there  are  the  19  new  and  3  older  privately 
owned  chalets  on  the  foraer  allotnents  site,  each  having  nains  water,  water  closet 
and  drainage  to  sewer.  The  rest  of  the  site  is  dealt  with  by  Elsan  closets 
collected  twice  weekly  by  the  Council.

Moat  Inspection. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  area.  Most  of  the  neat  is  obtained 
fron  the  slaughterhouse  in  Bridport  Borough,  and  the  Council  pay  part  of 
the  cost  of  neat  inspection  at  this  slaughterhouse.  The  prenises  are  owned 
by  the  Bridport  Borough  Counoil  and  leased  fron  then  to  the  Bridport  and  District 
Master  Butchers’  Slaughtering  Conpany  Ltd.  As  the  site  was  required  for  housing 
developnent  the  Conpany  were  given  notice  to  quit.  They  appealed  against  this 
and  in  June,  the  County  Court  Judge  dismissed  the  appeal  and  the  Conpany  vacated 
the  prenises  on  31/12/60. 

Slaughterhouse  Report.. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Regulations  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 
were  considered  in  July  by  a  joint  neeting  of  representatives  of  the  Bridport 
Borough  Council,  Bridport  Rural  Distinct  Council,  Lyne  Regis  Borough  Council, 
Chartered  Auctioneers  Institute,  The  Bridport  and  District  Master  Butchers' 
Association  and  the  owner  of  the  private  slaughterhouse  situated  in  the 
Bridport  Rural  Distriot. 

In  September,  an  invitation  to  all  interested  parties  was  given  to  neet 
a  Public  Health  sub-connittee  of  this  Council  to  discuss  the  Slaughterhouse  Report. 
No  representative  of  the  trade  attended  the  neeting.  The  Council  nade  their  report 
and  included  in  it 

(a)  that  the  existing  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  neighbourhood 

were  satisfactory  as  to  capacity,  but  as  the  one  existing  slaughterhouse 
was  under  privat e  control,  it  was  desirable  that  alternative  facilities 
should  be  nade  available  by  soneone,  other  than  a  Local  Authority, 
for  those  traders  or  other  persons  who  wished  to  slaughter  their  own 
animals. 

(b)  That  there  was  insufficient  demand  in  this  neighbourhood  to  warrant 
the  provision  of  a  publio  abattoir  by  a  Local  Authority  out  of  public 
noneys .
